Beal Meoacer 6 ‘tabled the ‘tall 
pornesponderice tween the govern- 
ment and Hon. Charles Dunning, fed- 
eral Finance Minister, on the mat- 
ter of the loan and the loan cotincil 
proposals of Ottawa. This corres- 
pondence reveals that Premier Aber- 
hart throughout the negotiations has 
refused to surrender any of the prov- 
ince’s autonomy over its own finan- 
ces.

The prorogation of the session 
will close one of the most important 
and interesting sessions of the Legi- 
slature since Alberta was created 
‘a province in 1905, It opened with 
every formality on Feb. 6 and has 
continued, contrary to expectation, 
for nine weeks.

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JUNIPERS: HAVE 
MANY USES 


The wood of the: Juniper is em- 
ployed in. making pencils, cigar bex- 
es, and for cabinet work. Of perhaps 
éven greater interest is the fact that 
Juniper seeds yield an oil which is 
used to flavor gin. It-is for landscape 
purposes, however, that the genus 
Juniperus is most valuable. 

There are over twenty distinct 
species of Juniper from. which many 
horticultural varieties have been de- 
rived. In fact, there are so many 


“types of Juniper that there is a form 


Suitable for every situation in the 
landscape garden. Experience in 
the ornamental grounds at the Sum-_ 
merland Experimental Sation indi- 
eates that the following varieties are 
especially well adapted for home 
beautification. 

A trailing form of the native 
Juniperous scopulorum found int 
Lake Windermere district of Briti 
Columbia is excellent for planting 
in rockeries or covering. unsightly 
banks, Individual plants of this spe- 
cies .are unisexual, female plants 
bearing berries and male plants pro- 
ducing pollen only. The female 
plants are especially desirable as 
they carry a crop of attractive blue- 
green berries: throughout the year. 
These (berries take tyo years to 
mature, with the result that one, 
two and three-year-old berries are 
sometimes present on a plant at the 
same time. Sprigs of this Juniper 
brought into the house in autumn 
make very artistic bouquets, and pro- 
vided care is. taken to change the 
water frequently, can be kept fresh 
throughout the winter, 

For foundation planting the Pfit- 
zer and Savin Junipers have been 
found very satisfactory. They thrive 
in sun or shade, Furthermore, they 
are hardy and drought resistant. Of 
graceful, spreading habit, they sel- 
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dom reach a height.of more. than 


four feet, The pleasing green color 
of the foliage is retained throughout 
the winter, *’ 

Where pyramidal forms are re- 
quired for accent in the landscape 
planting, the Irish Juniper can be 
used to good advantage. There are 
also columnat forms of Juniperus 
virginiana, sometimes called the — 
cedar.” 

Most Junipers are green in pase, 
but there are. very beautiful blue 
forms of the so-called “red cedar” 
and also of Juniperus scopulorum, 
the Silver Juniper, which is native 
to. British Columbia. The Meyer 
variety is another artistic blue Juni- 
per of comparatively dwarf habit. 
The Andorra Juniper is unique in 
that the foliage is vivid green ‘in 
summer, but turns a rich plum color 
in autumn.
